5. Providing a means of controlling 
quality of supplies 



Another objective of farmer 
cooperatives is to keep con- 
trol of farming in the hands of 
farmers. To achieve this ob- 
jective, the direction of con- 
trol must be from the farm to 
the market. 




When the direction of control 
is from the market to the farm, 
production and marketing de- 
cisions will be taken out of 
farmers' hands.
